1. The following communication is in response to applicant's amendment received 12-May- 

2008. Claims 1-3, 6-10, 13-17, 20-24, 27, and 28 are pending in the application. Claims 4, 5, 
1 1 , 1 2, 1 8, 1 9, 25, and 26 are canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 

subject matter. 

2.1 Claims 1-3, 6-10, 13-17, 20-24, 27, and 28 are considered allowable, since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , none of the references 
of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
independent claims nos. 1, 8, 15, and 22, including: 

In regard to claim 1, producing a set of finite mixture models (FMM)s from a set of 
parameter values and training data using an Expectation Maximization (EM) process [defined 
at section(s) 0007, 0015, 0026, 0027, 0035]; calculating a minimum description length (MDL) 
value for each of the set of FMMs [0007, 0015, 0028, 0030]; selecting a FMM from the set of 
FMMs based on the corresponding MDL values [0007, 0028, 0030]; and generating a quantized 
stream of data by applying the FMM to a data stream if the FMM selected from the set of FMMs 
defines a vector quantized codebook [0005, 0006]. 

Dependent claims 2, 3, 6, 7, 9, 10, 13, 14, 16, 17, 20, 21, 23, 24, 27, and 28 are deemed 
allowable as depending either directly or indirectly from independent claims 1,8, 15, and 22. 
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2.2 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the information 
described in the article authored by Card et al., entitled Competitive Learning and Vector 
Quantization in Digital VLSI Systems, which discloses a summary of competitive learning 
models which indicate the type of VLSI computations required in digital VLSI circuits and 
systems, in regard to unsupervised feature extraction and vector quantization. 

2.3 The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render 
obvious the specific arrangement of elements in the same combination as now required by the 
amended claims. In view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be 
patentable over the prior art.
